I. To teachus integriry thar wee may not juſtly 
ſuffer : Let n0 man ſuffer as a martherer, -or as a thiefe, 
or 45 ar evill doer, or as a buſie kody in other Thens mat- 
ters, 1 Pet. 4. 15; Popiſh ſhavelings, and feditious 
humoriſts,which ſuffer for the violating of the Laws, 
are but ſuch ſufferers. To ſufferias' Chriſt did for 
rm ſake, is the true ſuffering, the Spirir 
ofglory and of God reſteth upon ſuch z butto ſuffer 
for evill doing (how ever ſuch may boaſt of their ſuf- 


| ferings) comes no more neer unro Chriſts ſufferings, 


then the railing theeves did upon the crofle. Let this 
be our firſt careto be innocent, that we be nor juſtly 
reproved : It was Phil;ps of Macedon, when his ene- 
mues caſt unjuſt aſpertions upon him, he would be 
ſure to. keepe himſelfe from thoſe vices which they 
falſly reported of him.
